years ago but still retains mem- 
bership on the board of trustees. 

He graduated from Mount Her. 
mon in 1888 and from Amherst 
college in 1892. In college he was 
a member of Sigma Upsilon fra- 
ternity and has been treasurer of 
his class since graduation. During 
his school and cellege days Mr. 
Moody retained his connection with 
the business affairs of the institu- 
tion and while at Amherst return- 
‘ed each week-end to take care of 
hotel and conference correspon’- 
ence. ' R 

Chairman of the district draft 
board during the first World War, 
he has served as directcr of the 
First National Bank and Trust Co. 
and of the Franklin Savings Insti- 
tution, of Greenfield, and has long 
been identified with the Congrega- 
tional church locally and through- 
out the state. 

Mrs. Moody was born Frances 
G. Wells in Dover, IIl., where her 


grandparents went in 1840 from 
New York state to settle on the 
virgin sod qf the prairie. Her par- 
ents, Henry G. and Mary Arnold 
Wells, like so many other mid- 
westerners with roots in the east 
sent their daughter to New Eng- 
land for her education. She en- 
tered Northfield Seminary in 1888, 
graduated in 1891 and graduated 
from Wellesley in 1895. 

Like her husband Mrs. Moody ie 
prominent in Congregaticnal 
church circles and has for many 
years been secretary of the North- 
field Seminary Students’ Aid So- 
ciety. She has also served as pres- 
ident of the Alumnae association. 

Mr. and Mrs. Moody were mar- 
ried June 13, 1894 at the bride’s 
home in Illinois, and early the next 
year moved into their present 
home, which is ‘cne of the town’s 
landmarks. Although their win- 
ters are now spent in the south the 
Mocdys still occupy their North- 
field residence each summer and 
take an active part in school, com- 
munity, and church life.

Gives Organ Recital 
Sunday Evening At 8 
In Sage Chapel 


The musical feature is a tradi- 
tional part of the Northfield Com- 
mencement and this year will be 
no exception. The school hag 
been fortunate in securing the 
services of a foremost artist, Edou- 
ard Nies-Berger, official organist 
of the N. Y. Philharmonic Orches- 
tra, who will give a Recital next 
Sunday at 8 p. m. in Russell Sage 
Chapel. 

Edouard Nies-Bergér, born in 
Strasbuurg, France, received hit 
early musical training from his 
father, Charles Nies-Berger, Al- 
satian organist and conductor. At 


the age of twelve, he became as- 
sistant organist at the Temple Re- 
forme, the Huguenot Church. 

Among his formative experi- 
ences were the recitals given by his 
fellow countryman and friend, Dr 
Albert Schweitzer, on the historic 
Silberman organ—dating from the 
time of Bach—at St. Thomas 
Church. At one time Edouard 
Niex-Berger played the organ at St 
Nicolai Church which Dr. Schweit- 
zer officiated as pastor. 

After attending courses at the 
Municipal Conservatory of Music 
at Strasbuorg, he pursued his mu- 
sical studies in Milan, Salzburg 
and Vienna, After a brilliant de- 
but in Chicago in 1929 he settled 
in America and became an Amer- 
ican citizen. Today Edouard Nies- 
Berger is recognized as an organ 
virtucso of first rank. He has 
tiven recitals from coast to coast. 

In 1941 the American Guild of 
Organists presented him as recital. 
ist in the National Convention of 
Organists in Washington, D. C.. 
and in 1942 at St. Bartholomew's 
Church, New York. He has appear- 
ed as soloist with the National Or- 
chestral Associatiun, and other 
leading orchestras. 

His flair for the baton and his 
musical temperament attracted him 
to the Symphony orchestra. He 
has conducted important orches- 
tras in Europe before discriminat- 
ing audiences and critics with out- 
standing suecess,
